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THE  BRIDGE  OF  1844 


At  the  town  meeting  in  the  meetinghouse  on  Ward  Hill  in  March  of  1842  the  men 
voted  "That  the  Town  of  Plymouth  build  and  repair  the  Pont  Fayette  Bridge  in  con- 
nection with  the  Town  of  Holderness." 

The  following  year  the  two  towns  purchased  the  bridge  from  Mr.  William  C. 
Thompson  for  $350.00.  While  this  may  seem  to  be  a  small  price,  the  structure  was  so 
out  of  repair  that  safety  demanded  action.  Probably  the  toll  charges  had  recompensed 
Lawyer  Thompson  for  his  investment  since  he  became  the  owner  in  1 830. 

At  the  town  meeting  in  March  of  1 844,  again  the  vote  was  to  either  repair  or  rebuild 
the  bridge.  Mr.  Noah  Cummings  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  project.  Mr.  Cum- 
mings  was  considered  a  substantial  citizen.  He  was  the  owner  of  the  Glover  Farm  on 
Cummings  Hill,  the  Pern  Farm  in  West  Plymouth  and  the  house  on  Highland  Street 
west  of  the  Pemigewasset  Hotel  lot.  Mr.  Russell  Cox  was  responsible  for  the  Town  of 
Holderness,  on  the  building  committee. 

The  first  Pont  Fayette  Bridge  was  taken  down.  Then  the  bridge  that  stood  during 
the  following  ninety  years  was  constructed  at  an  expense  of  $3,180.82.  Iron  bolts  were 
used  with  the  exception  of  a  few  wooden  pins  in  the  roof.  In  contrast  the  steel  bridge 
of  1934  cost  $48,943.00.  Engineers  finally  discovered  the  art  of  truss  design  that 
withstood  the  stress  of  wind  and  traffic,  ice  pressures  and  flood  waters,  and  the  force 
of  gravity. 

Here  was  a  famous  covered  bridge,  262  feet,  2 '/a  inches  long  and  18  feet,  6 '/a 
inches  wide  on  the  inside.  The  design  of  the  trusses  is  the  same  that  is  still  found  in 
the  Blair  Bridge  in  Campton  and  the  Smith  Bridge  in  Plymouth.

TOWN  MEETING  —  MARCH  8  and  9, 1977 

A  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  was  held  in  the  Court 
Room  of  the  Plymouth  Court  House  on  Tuesday,  March  8,  1977,  and  was  opened  at 
10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  by  the  Moderator  Atty.  George  T.  Ray,  Jr.,  reading  from 
the  1 977  Town  and  School  District  Warrants.  After  reading  Article  1  and  2  of  the  Town 
Warrant  and  Article  1  of  the  School  District  Warrant,  which  were  to  be  voted  upon  by 
printed  ballot  during  the  voting  hours  of  10:00  A.M.  through  6:00  P.M.,  it  was  voted 
to  dispense  with  further  reading  of  the  Town  Warrant  until  7:30  o'clock  in  the  af- 
ternoon of  March  9, 1 977,  at  the  second  session  of  the  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  at  the 
Gymnasium  of  the  Plymouth  Area  High  School. 

The  polls  were  closed  to  voting  on  Articles  1  and  2  of  the  Town  Warrant  and  Article 
1  of  the  School  District  Warrant  at  6:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  counting  of 
ballots  commenced. 

After  counting  of  the  ballots  was  completed,  Moderator  Ray  announced  the  result 
of  the  voting,  as  follows:

After  the  ballot  results  were  announced,  Moderator  Ray  adjourned  the  meeting  until 
March  9,  1977  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

The  second  session  of  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
was  held  in  the  Gymnasium  of  the  Plymouth  Area  High  School  on  Wednesday,  March 
9,  1977.  At  7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  214th  annual  Town  Meeting  was  opened 
by  Moderator  Atty.  George  T.  Ray,  Jr.  for  consideration  of  Articles  3  through  43.  Fire 
Chief  Louis  Sleeper  led  the  group  in  the  Salute  to  the  Flag.  Moderator  Ray  led  the 
group  in  one  stanza  of  "My  Country  'Tis  of  Thee". 

Moderator  Ray  announced  to  those  present  the  results  of  the  voting  held  on  March 
8, 1 977,  on  Articles  1  and  2  of  the  Town  Warrant. 

Moderator  Ray  suggested  that  a  standing  round  of  applause  be  given  Madison  W. 
Sears  for  ten  faithful  years  of  service  as  a  Selectman  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Mr. 
Sears  gave  a  short  talk  on  the  accomplishments  which  had  taken  place  during  the  past 
ten  years. 

Articles  3  through  43  of  the  Town  Warrant  were  next  taken  up  and  considered  in 
order.

Thomas  Goulart  moved  that  it  be  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  Madison  Sears  be 
recognized  by  this  body  for  his  ten  years  of  service  as  Selectman  in  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  and  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  present  Mr.  Sears  an  appropriate 
momento  in  recognition  of  his  years  of  service. 

Senator  Stephen  Smtih  moved  that  this  assembly  give  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to 
Moderator  George  Ray  for  fifteen  years  of  loyal  service  as  Town  Moderator  to  the 
Town  of  Plymouth. 

Neil  Mclver  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  adopt  a  resolution  reading  "Resolved 
that    the    Town    of    Plymouth    wishes    to    register    its    disapproval    of    the 
publication  of  obsentity,  which  is  to  be  interpreted  as  sexually  explicit  material, 
public  showing  of  nudity,  or  offensive  acts  as  defined  by  current  state  law". 
A  standing  vote  was  taken  on  this  motion,  as  follows

Resolution  failed. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adjourn  the  meeting.  The  meeting  was 
adjourned  at  11  :25  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.

the  remaining  articles  in  this  warrant.

4.  Each  day  of  rental  in  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  considered  a  separate 
violation  pursuant  to  the  New  Hampshire  Criminal  Code,  and  any  fine  collected  for 
violation  hereof  shall  be  paid  to  the  order  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

5.  In  addition  to  any  other  remedy  established  by  law,  the  Selectmen  shall  be 
authorized  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  by  any  proceeding  commenced 
in  the  Grafton  County  Superior  Court,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  from  any 
violator  hereof  all  their  costs,  including  attorney's  fees,  in  connection  with  such 
enforcement,  to  the  extent  allowed  by  said  Court.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


There  is  an  old  Chinese  proverb  that  says,  "Govern  thyself  and  you  will  be  able  to 
govern  the  world." 

Local  government  is  the  most  efficient  means  of  solving  problems  that  we  can 
hope  to  attain.  Here  in  the  community  of  Plymouth  we  are  providing  competent 
services  in  the  way  of  fire  protection,  Police  protection  and  Road  maintenance. 

When  we  talk  of  the  solid  waste  problems,  all  towns  of  N.H.  suffer  from  the 
DDT's;  Dumps,  Dogs,  and  Taxes.  Plymouth  has  solved  the  problems  of  Dumps  with 
its  excellent  program  on  incineration  and  recycling.  In  this  service  our  community  is 
far  ahead  of  almost  every  other  town  in  the  State.  Your  selectmen  are  proud  of  the 

citizen  participation  in  the  recycling  program.  The  recycling  income  back  to  Plymouth 

is  substantial,  for  this  year  it  was  $12,000.00 

Since  employment  of  a  part-time  canine  officer  we  have  had  very  few  complaints 
from  dogs  running  at  large.  But  we  submit  that  until  the  fees  for  owning  dogs  are 
increased  substantially,  the  dog  problems  will  always  be  with  us. 

The  problems  of  taxes  confronts  and  confounds  us  as  strongly  as  all  other 
communities.  We  have  seen  in  1977  a  broadening  of  the  tax  base  here  in  Plymouth 
with  a  great  deal  of  real  estate  construction  off  the  Tenney  Mountain  Highway.  The 
experts  say  that  this  growth  in  West  Plymouth  comes  about  mainly  because  of  the 
inadequate  area  for  growth  around  the  interchange  of  Interstate  93. 

Plymouth  in  1977  acted  to  give  tax  relief  to  its  elderly  property  owners.  Town 
meeting  voted  to  grant  the  expanded  elderly  exemptions  under  RSA  72:43.  And  in  our 
1978  Town  Meeting  you  will  have  an  opportunity  to  vote  by  ballot  on  increasing  the 
asset  qualifications  for  the  elderly  from  $35,000  to  $50,000.  This  will  allow  most  of  our 
older  citizens  who  own  their  homes  to  qualify  for  the  elderly  property  tax  exemption. 

It  is  the  Board's  belief  that  Plymouth  is  actively  doing  its  share  in  aiding  those  on 
fixed  income.  We  have  recognized  that  the  elderly  property  owners  on  fixed  incomes 
are  valued  members  of  the  community  and  some  tax  relief  is  in  order. 

In  the  coming  year  we  expect  that  the  twenty  units  of  existing  elderly  housing  wiil 
be  funded  through  the  State  Housing  Authority.  This  has  been  a  long  time  coming. 
Since  October,  1974  we  have  been  waiting  for  the  State  leadership  to  recognize  the 
serious  problems  that  exist  with  housing  here  in  N.H. 

On  another  matter,  we  have  made  a  committment  with  John  Marsh,  "Mountain 
Mapping",  of  Campton,  for  the  development  of  a  Town  Tax  Map.  This  will  take  3  years 
to  implement  and  will  cost  the  Town  some  $18,000  as  voted  by  the  1977  Town 
Meeting. 

We  have  great  expectations  for  a  new  spirit  of  co-operation  between  the  Town  and 
College  community.  We  believe  that  the  Town  is  having  an  improved  relationship  with 
the  College  Administrator  in  planning  and  solving  problems  of  mutual  interest. 

Selectmen  gather  for  regular  meetings  on  every  Monday  night  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the 
Town  Hall.  We  encourage  citizens  to  make  their  views  known  to  us  at  these  meetings.

The  entire  Plymouth  Fire  Department  wishes  to  thank  the  townspeople  for 
this  fine  equipment. 

I  feel  we  have  a  well  trained  fire  department,  as  good  as  any  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire.  Training  is  an  ongoing  part  of  our  work.  We  now  have  one  more  fire 
school  organized  and  operating  in  this  state,  run  by  the  Twin  Rivers  Mutual  Aid 
Association.

REPORT 


1977  was  a  year  in  which  the  Town  of  Plymouth  improved  on  the  quality  of 
secondary  materials  recycled.  Not  only  did  we  get  clear  glass  separation  voted  in  but 
we  recycled  about  two  tons  of  aluminum  and  found  good  markets  for  copper,  brass, 
lead  and  stainless  steel. 

In  1978  we  are  going  to  start  recycling  used  crankcase  oil  and  have  a  barrel  for 
heavy  metal.  This  should  generate  more  income,  -  both  are  becoming  more  valuable. 
Also,  we  are  hoping  that  people  will  use  the  compost  pile.  Residents  who  put  their 
lawn  and  garden  wastes  in  this  compost  pile  are  welcome  to  take  reasonable  amounts 
for  their  own  gardens.  It  is  good  for  the  soil,  but  it  will  be  low  in  nitrogen  and  probably 
will  need  lime  added. 

All  in  all,  1978  looks  very  good  for  the  recycling  industry.  The  government  and 
industry  are  beginning  to  realize  that  secondary  materials  are  cheaper  to  use  than 
most  virgin  materials  and  slowly  processing  factories  are  being  built  which  will  in- 
crease our  revenues  considerably. 

We  up  here  at  the  recycling  piant,  look  to  1978  with  great  expectation.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1977 


To  the  Trustees: 

The  past  year  has  been  another  successful  one  for  the  library,  showing  an  increase 
in  the  circulation  of  not  only  books,  but  other  non-print  materials,  and  more  in- 
volvement in  community  activities.  The  use  of  our  16mm  film  projector  definitely 
increased  as  more  groups  and  businesses  became  aware  of  its  availability.  The  library 
has  purchased  its  first  film,  Charles  Dickens,  "A  Christmas  Carol",  a  purchase  made 
possible  by  the  Mill icent  Foster  Gift  fund.  The  film  was  used  as  a  library  program  as 
well  as  being  shown  to  our  local  Senior  Citizens  and  other  groups. 

Our  summer  reading  project  was  in  two  parts  in  order  to  provide  a  diversified 
program  for  the  different  age  groups.  A  one  hour  Friday  evening  series  of  films  were 
shown  for  the  younger  children  and  a  "Mystery  of  the  Week"  puzzle  for  the  older  ones. 
Another  innovation  was  the  visit  of  the  "Wicked  Witch  of  the  West"  at  Halloween 
when  approximately  75  children  came  for  autographs. 

The  Young  Ladies  Library  Association  has  again  demonstrated  its  continuing 
interest  in  the  library  with  an  extremely  generous  contribution  to  the  book  fund,  the 
purchase  of  a  carpet  sweeper  and  the  sponsorship  of  Mrs.  Topham  for  the  Public 
Library  Techniques  courses.  It  was  necessary  to  replace  the  oil  tank  this  year,  and  in 
accordance  with  their  policy  of  maintaining  the  library,  the  Young  Ladies  Library 
Association  had  a  larger  tank  installed.  Several  members  of  the  Association  also  gave 
generously  of  their  time  by  providing  the  refreshments  and  party  for  the  summer 
reading  program.  Their  continued  support  and  interest  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Gifts  to  the  library  included  an  excellent  collection  of  children's  books,  several 
noteworthy  art  books  and  monetary  contributions. 

Mrs.  Patricia  Topham  has  now  completed  the  required  eight  Public  Library 
Techniques  courses  and  received  her  certificate  at  graduation  exercises  held  in  June 
at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  campus. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Retired  Seniors  Volunteer  Program,  Mrs.  Helen  Hosking 
is  presently  a  volunteer  worker  at  the  library  and  plans  to  continue  during  1978. 

It  is  gratifying  to  have  the  Plymouth  Historical  Society  and  other  groups  continue 
to  use  the  library  for  their  meetings. 

The  librarians  attended  meetings  and  workshops  in  Franconia,  Littleton,  North 
Conway,  Rumney  and  Concord  in  addition  to  the  meetings  held  at  our  library.  Barbara 
Nims  was  again  appointed  North  Country  District  Advisory  Council  delegate  to  the 
Advisory  Board  for  Institutional  and  Community  Cooperation  and  attended  4 
meetings  of  this  committee.

During  1977  the  Plymouth  Civil  Defense  Unit  was  activated  on  seven  occasions. 
The  reasons  ranged  from  a  flood  caused  by  an  ice  jam  in  March  to  a  serious 
automobile  accident  in  September.  We  also  responded  to  a  bomb  threat,  flash  flood 
watches,  severe  weather  watches,  etc.  Information  received  from  Civil  Defense 
Headquarters  indicates  that  more  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  Civil  Defense  in  the 
future,  from  the  National  level  on  down  to  the  local  Units. 

The  Special  Police  Unit  continued  the  monthly  training  program  in  addition  to  the 
mandatory  patrol  time  with  the  officers  of  the  regular  Police  Dept.  For  much  of  the 
year  the  regular  Dept.  was  not  at  full  strength  necessitating  extensive  use  of  the 
members  of  this  unit.  These  Special  Officers  worked  a  total  of  2,520  hours  in  1977.  Of 
that  total,  834  were  voluntary  training  hours  on  regular  patrol  with  the  full  time  Of- 
ficers. The  training  of  the  Special  Police  was  greatly  aided  by  the  unselfish  voluntary 
time  given  by  Officer  Randall  Avery  of  the  Plymouth  Police  Dept.  This  Officer  gave  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  and  effort  in  putting  together  and  presenting  to  the 
members  of  this  Unit  some  excellent  training  programs  during  the  year.  The  ground 
work  has  been  laid  for  the  presentation  by  the  N.H.  Police  Standards  and  Training 
Council  of  their  Part  Time  Police  Officers  School.  It  has  been  confirmed  that  starting 
on  April  3,  1978,  classes  will  be  held  at  Boyd  Hall,  Plymouth  State  College.  This 
training  will  be  mandatory  for  all  Plymouth  Special  Police  Officers.

PLYMOUTH  PARKS  &  RECREATION  REPORT 


The  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  serves  the  recreational  needs  of  Plymouth, 
New  Hampshire  through  several  different  activities  during  the  year.  It  also  serves  as 
the  scheduling  agent  for  the  Plymouth  Area  High  School  indoor  and  outdoor 
facilities.  The  Parks  and  Recreation  Director  and  the  newly  appointed  park  foreman, 
Edward  Whittemore,  are  responsible  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  Fox  Park  and 
Area  High  School  Outdoor  Facilities. 

Since  my  appointment  as  Director  in  August,  1977  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  has  completed  the  flag  football  program,  conducted  its  first  annual  Punt, 
Pass,  and  Kick  competition,  expanded  girls  gymnastics  class  from  20  students  to  50 
students,  established  a  year  round  Tae  Kwon  Do  program  which  60  people  participate 
in,  expand  the  pee  wee  basketball  program,  formed  an  organized  men's  basketball 
league,  initiated  an  interesting  arts  and  crafts  and  lecture  program  for  senior  adults 
and  offered  the  following:  Instructional  and  recreational  swimming  program  at 
Plymouth  State  College,  a  free  cross  country  ski  clinic,  a  free  yoga  class,  ski  in- 
struction for  elementary  children  at  Tenney  Mountain,  co-ed  volleyball  for  adults, 
recreational  skiing  at  Zekes  Peak,  bonnie  basketball,  Halloween  pumpkin  hunt, 
haunted  house  and  window  painting,  adult  ballroom  dancing,  photography  class,  and 
maintained  the  ice  rink  at  Fox  Park  for  recreational  skating. 

Thanks  to  donations  from  several  local  merchants  and  the  Plymouth  Women,  the 
$1 ,500.00  ski  tow  liability  insurance  was  paid  in  December  1977.  The  ski  tow  is  now 
operating  free  of  charge  for  Plymouth  residents  on  weekends  and  Wednesday  af- 
ternoons. 

The  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  would  also  like  to  offer  its  sincere  thanks 
to  all  that  have  contributed  their  time  and  efforts  to  the  successful  Parks  and 
Recreation  programs  during  1977.  It  is  the  volunteer  effort  from  interested  individuals 
that  adds  to  the  strength  and  effectiveness  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department.  A 
special  thanks  goes  to  the  radio  station,  W.P.N.H.  and  the  Record  Citizen  whose 
assistance  has  helped  our  department  serve  the  people  of  Plymouth. 

On  behalf  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr. 
William  Wilkinson  for  his  contributions  and  worthwhile  efforts  throughout  his  years 
as  a  member  and  chairman  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission. 

The  future  goal  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  is  to  increase  the  present 
activities  so  as  to  meet  the  leisure  needs  of  everyone  in  the  town  of  Plymouth  and  to 
enrich  the  lives  of  those  who  participate.

The  Information  Booth  opened  officially  for  the  season  on  Saturday,  July  2,  1977 
and  closed  for  the  season  on  Sunday,  September  4, 1977. 

It  was  also  open  on  the  weekends  of  June  1 8  and  June  25,  the  two  weekends  prior 
to  the  July  4th  weekend.  The  Booth,  once  again,  was  staffed  by  Miss  Hazel  Downing 
who  did  her  customary  fine  job. 

In  1977,  5,587  cars  visited  the  Booth  compared  to  4,847  in  1976  an  increase  of  690 
cars.  These  cars  carried  1 6,621  persons  compared  to  1 4,565  in  1 976  for  an  increase  of 
2,056  people. 

Tourists  from  every  state  in  the  country  were  served  except  for  Nebraska,  South 
Dakota  and  West  Virginia. 

All  Canadian  Provinces  were  served  except  for  British  Columbia,  Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan.  There  were  tourists  from  Venezuela,  India,  the  Netherlands,  England, 
France,  Germany,  Scotland,  Spain,  Holland,  Italy,  Australia,  Mexico,  Poland,  and  the 
Bahamas  visiting  the  Booth. 

In  addition,  many  bicyclists,  motorcyclists,  hikers  and  busses  visited  the  Booth.    ».

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PEMI-BAKER  HOME  HEALTH  AGENCY 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Agency  offered  skilled  nursing,  home  health  aide  and  homemaker  services  to 
the  area  towns.  In  Plymouth  there  were  1 ,239  skilled  nursing  visits;  621  home  health 
aide  visits  and  488  homemaker  visits.  In  addition  there  have  been  blood  pressure 
clinics  and  diabetic  screening  clinics  held  each  month,  for  aid  in  detecting  and 
controlling  hypertension  and  diabetes. 

An  R.N.  has  visited  new-boms  whenever  there  was  indicated  a  problem  and/or 
need.  Follow-up  visits  were  made  to  those  that  required  further  aid  and  supervision. 

The  Agency  held  an  Open  House  in  November  in  observance  of  State-wide  Home 
Health  Week.  Free  Blood  Pressures  were  taken  throughout  the  afternoon  and  evening. 
It  was  our  first  Open  House  in  the  ten  years  we  have  been  established  and  we'd  hoped 
that  more  residents  would  take  advantage  of  inspecting  our  quarters  and  the  free 
service  offered.  Health  services  are  among  the  items  one  would  rather  do  without 
until  the  time  comes  when  we  realize  a  great  need  exists.  The  Agency  is  open  five 
days  a  week  and  most  afternoons  there  is  at  least  one  R.N.  on  duty  for  medical 
assistance,  emotional  support  and  common  sense  advice.  Please  feel  free  to  come  in ! 

We  anticipate  adding  a  physical  therapist  to  the  Agency  staff  on  or  about  April  1st 
this  year.  There  has  been  a  deep  void  in  this  area  in  the  need  for  this  service.  We  hope 
to  be  able  to  fill  this  need  for  homebound  patients  in  the  near  future. 

Please  don't  hesitate  to  use  this  agency  for  services  available.  That  is  what  we  are 
here  for!

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THE  NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL  REPORT 


In  Plymouth,  the  NCC  provided  planning  officials  with  mapped  soil  limitations 
reference  data.  Assisted  in  preparing  town  zoning  ordinance  revisions.  Met  with 
Pemi-Baker  Industrial  Development  Corporation  officials  regarding  potential  in- 
dustrial development  activities. 

In  1977,  NCC  provided  the  following  region-wide  services: 

Planning  Services:  NCC  provides  technical  assistance  to  communities  in  a 
number  of  areas  such  as  comprehensive  planning,  assistance  with  subdivision 
regulations,  or  reviewing  development  proposals.  NCC  is  always  available  to  meet 
with  any  local  official,  planning  board  or  public  body  to  assist  with  local  planning 
matters  and  thirty-five  towns  have  received  some  type  of  direct  service  from  the 
Council. 

Economic  Development  Grantmanship:  NCC  worked  closely  with  the  Economic 
Development  Administration  of  the  US  Department  of  Commerce,  the  Farmers  Home 
Administration,  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation,  and  HUD  to  bring  a  greater 
amount  of  financial  resources  into  the  Region;  this  will  assist  municipalities,  local 
development  corporations,  and  other  organziations  implement  locally  developed 
projects  and  programs.  NCC  attempts  to  be  aware  of  the  many  federal  grant  programs 
that  would  be  relevant  to  needs  of  communities  in  the  North  Country. 

Preparation  of  Development  Plans:  By  working  over  time  to  complete  components 
of  the  Development  Plan  (in  accordance  with  RSA  36:45),  the  Council  will  be  in  a 
position  to  make  specific  recommendations  on  how  the  communities  in  the  Region 
can  develop  and  prepare  for  future  growth.  During  1977,  much  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  areas  of  Land  Use,  Housing,  and  Economic  Development. 

Participation  in  National  and  State  Policies:  NCC  responds  to  opportunities  to 
present  a  North  Country  perspective  before  federal  and  state  agencies.  Examples 
include  its  presentation  to  the  Regional  Town  Meeting  on  transportation  sponsored 
by  DOT  Secretary  Adams;  meetings  with  the  Regional  representative  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Energy  on  the  potential  of  wood  energy,  its  role  in  initiating  legislation  which 
permitted  the  construction  of  bi-state  sewerage  treatment  plants,  and  its  assistance 
in  developing  state  legislation  permitting  town  governments  to  develop  and  own 
industrial  parks.  NCC  has  also  worked  with  the  NH  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
Highways  to  encourage  the  Department  to  make  improvements  to  US  302  from 
Woodsville  to  Littleton.  As  a  body  representative  of  local  government,  NCC  provides 
a  local  response  to  state  initiatives  on  "208"  Water  Quality,  Solid  Waste,  and  Safe 
Drinking  Water  Standards. 

Inquiries,  Technical  Assistance  and  Special  Reports:  NCC  staff  is  always 
available  to  respond  to  the  inquiries  and  request  of  member  municipalities.  In  the  last 
year,  the  Council  has  published  technical  assistance  reports  on  "Model  Subdivision 
Regulations",  "Woodsville  Downtown  Improvement  Summary  Report",  "Energy 
Perspectives  in  the  North  Country",  and  the  "North  Country  Housing  Element". 
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Education  and  Training  Programs:  NCC  again  co-sponsored  the  six  Municipal  Law 
Lectures  in  the  Fall  and  the  second  statewide  Annual  Meeting  of  Regional  Planning 
Commission  members.  A  special  workshop  for  applicants  of  Round  II  of  the  Local 
Public  Works  Act  was  held  in  conjunction  with  EDA  officials  from  Concord  and 
Philadelphia.  Planning  News,  the  NCC  Newsletter,  and  a  legislative  bulletin  keep 
local  officials  and  interested  persons  informed  of  planning  and  development  ac- 
tivities. 

In  1978,  the  Council  will  be  available  to  work  with  the  town  and  other  appropriate 
groups  to  help  implement  some  of  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Plans. 
Ideas  and  suggestions  on  how  the  Council  can  be  of  greater  assistance  are  ap- 
preciated. The  Council  was  created  by  five  towns  in  1973  and  continues  to  exist  as  a 
service  agency  to  the  towns.  The  Council  greatly  appreciates  the  support  it  receives 
from  the  towns,  knowing  that  the  support  will  enable  it  to  provide  continued  service  to 
the  area  in  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town  responsibility  (RSA 
224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester)  appoints  a  forest  fire 
warden  and  several  deputy  fire  wardens  in  each  town  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
selectmen. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  prevention  and  fire 
suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when  the 
conditions  are  safe. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and  helps  coordinate 
activities  between  towns.  The  state  also  supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel, 
equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  town  cooperation,  started  in  1893,  works  well  for 
New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in 
the  United  States  for  the  past  25  years. 

Local  cooperation  extends  to  you,  the  residents  of  Plymouth.  Your  full 
cooperation  is  needed  to  keep  the  statistics  as  low  as  possible  by  keeping  informed 
about  outside  burning  regulations. 

In  closing,  a  special  thank  you  is  due  the  local  firefighters  who  travelled  to 
California  this  past  summer  to  help  battle  the  large  forest  fires.  A  job  well  done.

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1977  WORK  REPORT 


In  1977  a  total  of  114,922,480  gallons  of  water  was  consumed  by  the  metering  and 
approximately  3,000,000  by  trailers. 

A  total  of  135,502,736  gallons  was  pumped.  A  total  of  479  feet  of  pipes  of  all  sizes 
were  laid  in  1977. 

The  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  treated  a  total  of  187,564,200  gallons  of  influent. 
Pumped  a  total  of  684,897  gallons  of  sludge  which  when  dewatered  produced  274-1 12 
cubic  yards  of  filtered  sludge  which  weighed  337,200  pounds.  27-1 12  cubic  yards  of 
sand  was  removed  from  the  influent. 

It  required  10,700  pounds  of  lime,  1,350  gallons  of  ferric  chloride  and  15,870 
pounds  of  chlorine  gas  to  process  the  sewerage  that  went  through  the  plant  in  1977. 
The  average  daily  flow  was  513,683  gallons  per  day  and  the  high  flow  for  one  day 
occurred  March  13,  1977  and  was  5,054,100  gallons.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Curriculum,  instruction,  and  learning  at  Plymouth  Schools  are  built  upon  two 
complementary  themes.  First,  they  are  devoted  to  man's  storage  and  retrieval  of 
knowledge.  In  this  theme  the  important  knowledge  of  the  distant  and  recent  past 
becomes  an  essential  part  of  the  classroom  activities.  Second,  they  are  devoted  to  the 
life  and  careers  of  contemporary  man.  In  this  theme  the  realities  of  the  world  as  man 
encounters  them  become  part  of  the  organization  and  implementation  of  the  courses 
of  study.  This  philosophy  helps  to  explain  the  reason  for  the  multiple  activities  and 
course  offerings  that  we  have  in  our  schools.  It  also  takes  into  consideration  the 
belief  that  the  schools  and  other  institutions  in  our  community  share  a  joint 
responsibility  in  developing  the  intellectual  and  personal  characterisitcs  of  the 
students. 

Our  schools  share  with  other  institutions  in  this  community  the  responsibility  of 
developing  physical  health,  mental  health,  personality,  good  citizenship,  ethical  and 
moral  standards,  and  acceptable  social  behavior.  The  schools  accept  primary 
responsibility  for  the  following:  developing  communication  skills  and  cultural  in- 
terests, teaching  the  heritage  of  mankind  and  understanding  relative  to  man's  place  in 
society,  teaching  and  developing  certain  skills  of  a  practical  nature  related  to  daily 
living. 

Just  as  content  of  the  various  subject  matter  areas  must  be  kept  up  to  date,  so  must 
the  teaching  methods  and  materials  be  continually  evaluated.  Our  program  reflects 
the  concern  of  the  staff  for  the  utilization  of  current  knowledge  regarding  youth  and 
the  nature  of  learning.  More  and  more  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  student  in- 
volvement in  the  learning  process. 

One  area  of  our  educational  program  that  is  more  directly  related  to  the  student 
than  any  other  is  guidance. 

In  the  Plymouth  Schools  both  elementary  and  secondary  guidance  has  been 
founded  upon  the  acceptance  of  each  pupil  as  an  individual  of  immeasurable  value  of 
himself  and  to  society.  Our  guidance  presumes  that  every  individual  has  the  right  of 
self-determination  among  the  choices  society  opera  to  him  and  that  the  exercise  of 
this  right  contributes  to  the  development  of  a  sense tf  personal  responsibility. 

Guidance  is  not  a  force  to  require  conformity  or  adjustment  to  a  given  situation,  but 
as  a  means  by  which  an  individual  can  understand  himself  in  the  situation  and 
exercise  the  freedom  that  is  available  to  him.  We  are  concerned  with  the  totality  of 
each  child's  developmental  both  in  time  (past,  present,  future)  and  in  type  (academic, 
vocational,  social,  personal).  The  student's  current  state  of  being  and  his  future 
possibilities  are  each  important. 

The  Plymouth  guidance  program  assumes  that  each  individual  has  a  better  op- 
portunity for  development  in  education  through  planned  assistance.  It  reacts  to  the 
developmental  needs  of  each  student  and  provides  service  for  all  children,  not  only 
those  who  outwardly  manifest  problems.  Our  program  supports  children  in  time  of 
crisis,  but  its  focus  is  preventive  and  developmental.  A  successful  guidance  program 
is  possible  only  as  a  cooperative  enterprise  including  all  who  work  with  the  student 
and  affect  his  development;  i.e.,  counselor,  teacher,  parent,  administration,  and 
other  pupil  personnel  staff  members. 

The  success  of  this  program  as  well  as  the  total  educational  program  comes  largely 
from  the  capacity  and  willingness  of  all  to  develop  a  favorable  rapport.  A  relationship 
of  mutual  trust  and  confidence  is  of  paramount  concern  at  the  Plymouth  Schools. 
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EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  AND 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY  FOR  1976  - 1977 


Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  as  per  the  following  quotation:  "Reports.  Each 
superintendent  of  a  supervisory  union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total 
salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  showing  in  detail  the  amount  paid  by  the  state  and 
each  local  school  district  and  their  share  of  same.  Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  trte 
school  board  of  each  school  district  involved  and  shall  be  included  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  respective  school  district  as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report  and  entry  shall 
be  made  for  each  assistant  superintendent,  teacher  consultant,  and  business  ad- 
ministrator, if  any  is  in  service  in  the  union." 

One  half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorated  among  the  several  school 
districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuations.  One-half  is  prorated  on  the 
basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  school  for  the  previous  school  year  endii.g 
June  30th.  The  salary  of  $22,000  which  was  received  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
of  Supervisory  Union  #48  during  1976-1977  was  made  up  as  follows:  $2,500  paid  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  $19,500  was  prorated  among  the  school  districts 
comprising  the  Supervisory  Union.  Allowance  for  $800  travel  within  the  Union  was 
also  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1976-1977  was  made  up  as 
follows:  $2,380  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  $16,620  was  prorated  as 
stated  above.  Allowance  for  $1 ,700  travel  within  the  Union  was  also  prorated  as  stated 
above.

Please  accept  my  fourth  report  as  the  Principal  of  Plymouth  AREA  High  School. 

Faculty  changes  for  1977-78  are  as  follows:  Sue  Brown  has  replaced  Carol  Sat- 
terthwait  in  the  physical  education  department;  David  Berman  has  returned  after  a 
year's  leave  of  absence  for  graduate  study;  Katherine  McNulty-Vaughan  has 
replaced  Rita  Hyde  who  retired  after  fifteen  years  of  service  to  Plymouth  AREA  High 
School ;  and  Sandra  Hardy  has  replaced  Edward  Parr  as  the  Director  of  Guidance. 

Two  new  positions  have  been  added  to  the  school.  Susan  White  has  been  em- 
ployed as  a  Resource  Room  Teacher,  and  Gail  Wiltse  has  been  employed  as  a  school 
counselor  on  a  part-time  basis. 

Through  the  Vocational  Department  Julie  Moore  has  been  employed  to  serve  as  a 
Resource  Teacher  with  disadvantaged  and  handicapped  vocational  students,  and 
Katherine  Fralick  serves  as  a  Reading  Resource  Teacher  on  a  part-time  basis. 

The  Plymouth  School  District  has  been  notified  that  the  New  England  Association 
of  Schools  and  Colleges  has  awarded  a  five-year  accreditation  to  Plymouth  AREA 
High  School  through  1982.  Needless  to  say,  we  are  very  much  pleased  with  this 
recommendation. 

Plymouth's  students  continue  to  represent  themselves  well  in  both  the  classroom 
and  on  the  playing  fields.  Ina  Ahem  and  Lisa  Pickel,  members  of  the  class  of  1978, 
have  been  notified  of  their  selection  as  National  Merit  Scholarship  Semi-Finalists, 
and  Leigh  Duquet,  a  member  of  the  same  class,  has  received  a  Letter  of  Com- 
mendation for  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Competition.  Additionally,  Leigh  was 
elected  as  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  alternate  in  the  Century  III  Scholarship 
Program. 

Athletically  Plymouth  AREA  High  School's  sports  teams  continue  to  represent 
themselves  very  well.  The  varsity  girls  and  boys  ski  teams  were  declared  N.H.  State 
Champions  in  1977,  the  varsity  baseball  team  was  defeated  in  the  state  semi-finals 
games,  the  football  team  was  the  Division  III  State  Championship  (two  cham- 
pionships in  the  past  three  years),  and  our  basketball  teams  are  tournament-bound. 
Junior  varsity  team  sports  have  been  added  in  field  hockey  and  girls  basketball  to 
complement  the  varsity  program. 

I  feel  Plymouth  AREA  High  School  is  presently  working  very  hard  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  students  it  serves.  Your  support  and  confidence  over  the  past  3-1 12  years 
has  certainly  been  appreciated.

I  am  very  happy  to  submit  to  you  my  seventh  annual  report  as  principal  of  thi 
Plymouth  Elementary  School. 

Our  goal  at  Plymouth  always  has  been  to  improve  instruction  in  order  that  your 
children  may  have  the  best  possible  education,  within  the  limits  of  our  budget  and 
facilities. 

Improving  instruction  is  a  challenge.  It  entails  researching,  generating  ideas, 
implementing  them  and  evaluating  the  results. 

At  Plymouth  Elementary  School  we  are  constantly  trying  to  find  forward-looking 
and  on-going  approaches  to  provide  an  environment  conducive  to  learning  and  one 
which  focuses  on  the  needs  of  our  children. 

How  do  we  do  this?  We  do  it  mainly  through  our  communication  processes  - 
round-table  discussions,  team  meetings,  and  conferences.  Many  of  our  teachers  are 
improving  their  backgrounds  through  the  taking  of  courses,  traveling,  visiting  some 
of  the  outstanding  schools,  and  by  attending  workshops. 

These  teachers  have  much  to  contribute  in  regards  to  ways  to  improve  our 
curriculum,  to  solve  problems,  and  in  planning  programs  to  fit  the  needs  of  our 
children. 

Concepts  of  education  have  changed  greatly  over  the  past  few  years.  One  of  the 
most  dramatic  changes  that  has  occurred  is  the  decision  that  all  children,  no  matter 
how  handicapped,  must  be  educated.  This  has  presented  a  challenge  to  the  schools, 
and  great  strides  have  been  made  toward  handling  this  aspect  of  education. 

Through  parent  committees  and  parent  conferences  we  find  that  parents  want 
essentially  the  same  on-going  processes  we  want  for  their  children.  Many  parents 
give  of  their  time  to  come  to  school  to  help  make  our  program  a  better  one. 

By  being  able  to  employ  CETA  Aides  this  year,  we  have  added  a  new  dimension  to 
our  school.  These  Aides  have  worked  in  the  classrooms,  in  the  physical  education 
program  and  on  the  playgrounds. 

If  we  are  constantly  aware  of  what  is  going  on,  concentrate  on  the  basics  of  the 
curriculum,  continue  to  communicate  with  each  other,  then  improvement  of  in- 
struction is  bound  to  happen. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  everyone  in  the  community  for  helping  to 
make  our  school  a  good  school.

The  following  is  the  1977  report  of  the  health  program  for  the  Plymouth  Schools. 

We  have  a  new  school  physician  appointed  for  this  year.  Dr.  Alastair  Craig  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  post  vacated  by  Dr.  F.D.  Mclver.  He  officially  began  his  work  in 
August.  He  and  Dr.  Vlastimil  Zak  completed  276  physical  examinations  for  students 
who  participated  in  athletic  activities. 

The  Matching  Fund  Dental  Health  Program,  sponsored  by  the  Bureau  of  Dental 
Public  Health,  was  active  this  year  with  Rev.  P.V.  George  as  Chairman  and  Dr.  James 
Poyak  performing  the  dental  work  for  this  program.  Transportation  to  and  from  the 
dentists'  office  was  provided  by  members  of  the  Business  and  Professional  Womens' 
Club.  A  total  of  25  pupils  participated  in  this  program. 

The  Lindsay  Fund,  administered  by  Mrs.  Jeannette  Connary  (treasurer  of  the  local 
Red  Cross  Chapter)  provided  dental  work  by  Dr.  James  Poyak  and  Dr.  Steven  Birkitt 
for  four  students. 

In  April,  the  Plymouth  Lions'  Club  sponsored  the  Pre-School  Vision  and  Hearing 
Screening  Program  in  conjunction  with  the  N.H.  Department  of  Health  and 
Welfare  and  assisted  by  Plymouth  Area  High  students  who  were  members  of  the 
Student  Council.  A  total  of  48  children  from  Plymouth  participated,  out  of  the  total  of 
103.  Several  children  were  referred  to  physicians  for  further  testing  and/or  treatment. 

The  Lions'  Club  also  provided  glasses  for  one  child. 

The  Salvation  Army  provided  one  pair  of  boots  for  one  child  and  a  pair  of  shoes  for 
a  second  child.

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NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

1.     Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Plymouth  School  District  conform  to  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  as  applicable  to  governmental  units.      The  following 
is  a  summary  of  the  significant  policies. 

Bases  of  Accounting 


The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  followed  (with  minor  exceptions)  by  all 
funds  other  than  budgetary  funds  (general,    special  funds,    and  debt  service 
funds),   which  utilize  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting. 

Inventories 


Inventory  held  by  the  Child  Feeding  Program   Fund  is  priced  at  cost.     All 
other  funds  do  not  recognize  inventories  which  are  expensed  as  purchased. 

General  Fixed  Assets 


General  Fixed  Assets  purchased  are  recorded  as  expenditures  in  the 
general  fund,    capital  projects  fund,    etc.  ,    at  time  of  purchase.     No  depreciation 
has  been  provided  on  general  fixed  assets. 

Pension  Funds 


Retirement  funds  for  the  benefit  of  employees  are  provided  through  the 
New  Hampshire  Retirement  System. 

2.      Transportation  Contracts 

The  Plymouth  School  Board  entered  into  a  three  year  contract  on  Septem- 
ber 3,  1975,  with  Morse's  Bus  Service  for  pupil  transportation.  The  terms  of 
the   contract  are  as  follows:

LOOKING  NORTH 

Spanning  the  Pemigewasset  River  between  Holderness  and  Plymouth  this  busy 
crossing,  erected  in  1934,  is  known  as  046/139  in  State  Highway  Dept.  files.  It 
replaced  a  wooden  covered  bridge  known  as  Pont  Fayette. 

The  old  bridge  had  a  clear  roadway  of  only  1 5  ft.  The  present  one  is  21  ft.  between 
curbs. 

The  Highway  Dept.  used  486,000  lbs.  of  structural  steel  and  22,500  lbs.  of  rein- 
forcing steel. 


Engineers  calculated  that  the  river  at  this  spot  drains  622  sq.  mi.  From  Oct.  1903 
to  Sept.  1967  the  average  measured  river  flow  here  was  1 ,328  cubic  feet  per  second.  A 
maximum  discharge  of  65,400  c.f  .s.  was  recorded  March  1 9, 1 936.
